The Kentucky Legislature that ad 
Journed oa March 17th did not enact 
aa many laws as Its predecessor, but 
some of the laws are of vital Import¬ 
ance. Chief among these are the fob 
lowing; Act abolishing the present 
school trustee system and establish 
lag county boards to control the 
schools and teachers, act to prevent 
a man from selling hfs tobacco after 
be poela It; act appropriating $476,000 
to complete the new 8tatehouse and 
maintain It; act appropriating $300,000 
to the two Normal Schools and $200, 
000 to the State University; act put¬ 
ting poolrooms oat of business; act 
giving state aid to all tuberculosis san 
a tori urns; act providing for a vote to 
annul the constitution ao aa to permit 
state aid to public road building; act 
authorizing warehousemen to com¬ 
mingle tobacco of like grades; act fur¬ 
ther regulating the employment of 
children In factories, and an act pro¬ 
viding the tax penalty shall not go on 
until Decamber 1 each year. 

The bill to extend the county unit 
local option law to all counties In the 
state failed to pass, as did the bills to 
redistrict the senatorial and represen¬ 
tative districts, and the bill requiring 
■'\ll buyers of tobacco to pay a license 
fee. 

The'governor vetoed a number of 
* bills, tbe most Important one being the 
Arnett bill exempting from taxation 
stock In foreign corporations owned 
by residents of Kentucky.
